Meanwhile Pollitt in his pam' 
phlet on Czechoslovakia was 
talking of uniting with France 
and Russia in “defence of her 
(Czechoslovakia) independance 
and the democracy of the 
world." How well informed is 
the Leader of the Communist 
Party! We also suggested a 
month ago that a message should 
reach the German workers in 
which the British proletariat 
clearly stated that it would not 
fight to defend Capitalist inter'

In the event that some may 
object thal Lc Liberiaire is an 
unarchi.4 paper and cannot be 
fousidcf'id in the same light as the 
legal press of the Socialists, etc. 
(though wu cannot see any objec¬ 
tion ourselveti), then another case 
of free'lom of the press under 
democni'iv is provided by the sus¬ 
pension of the Journal dea Nat ion a 
by the Swiss Government for a 
period of three months. The 
Alanchester Guardian’s own cor¬ 
respondent describes the incident 
in the following terms: 

The Swiss Federal Goveramcnl 
has dealt its first blow at the 
liberty of the press to-day by sus¬ 
pending for three months the well- 
known international daily paper 
published in Geneva, the “Journal 
des Nations ” The action is taken 
under a Federal decree of March 
28, 19o4, according to which » 
paper should be formally warned 
before any action is taken against 
it. No such warning has been re- 
received by the ‘‘Journal dea 
Nations.” 


Here the spirit is even stronger. 
But there is reason for believing' 
that Euston will follow up by 
adopting a similar line. A few of 
the men who still remain at work 
are beginning to feel uncertain 
about the correctness of their atti¬ 
tude.

In spite of the Munich non' 
aggression pact between Hitler 
and Chamberlain, both England 
and Germany are continuing 
their arms race; England inten' 
sifying her rearmament pro' 
gramme, and organizing all the 
services and man (and woman) 
power in the rearguard, whilst 
Hitler is continuing his pro¬ 
gramme of fortification. 

Nevertheless there is breath¬ 
ing space, and it should be used 
by the workers, not as a period

The alleged reasoii fur the sua- 
peosioa ia au article on the 
.Munk'h conference published in the 
paper, in which the four-Power 
coiifercDce at Munich was describ¬ 
ed as the "club des chareutiers” 
(mangier'^ club), a name giyen to 
the four-Power pact by the late 
Eugene Lautier, the French 
Minister, to indicate that its pur¬ 
pose was to carve up the small 
countries o! Europe. The Journal 
des Nations” gave the phrase in 
inverted commas as a quotation 
from Lautier. 

The official announcement of the 
suspension asserts that the use of 
this phr.'’..‘*e “is of a nature, in view 
of the present international situa¬ 
tion. gravely to imperil the good 
relations of Switzerland with 
foreign countries.” A more signi- 
fiesnt reason for the suspension 
may be gathered from the state¬ 
ment in the official announcement 
that the expulsion from Switzer¬ 
land of Sefior Prato, one of the 
editors of the “Journal dee 
Nations,” some time ago, was due 
to "niiirieroua cl^rrmrches made by 
the Govemments concerned.”

When carrying on their negotia¬ 
tions It j$ time our diplomats ceased 
to harp upon th^ rights of nationali¬ 
ties. Czechoslovakia, an artifidal 
State created by a few powerful and 
arrogant nations out of the chaos of 
the last w'ar, is denied to have such 
rfn individual national sanctity as to 
justify a world-wide war over the 
question of Hts defence or dismem¬ 
berment. Germany has no more

right to rule over all German speak¬ 
ing people than we have to rule over 
all English -speaking people. 

Bones of contention, Alsatiotif 
Sudetan or other, will always exist 
so long as men go on thinking 
nationalistically. Such a country as 
Switzerland might well be torn to 
pieces betw'cen three pow'erful na¬ 
tions on account of its three different 
lartguages . Nations are among the 
most artifidal creation of Man, to¬ 
tally abitrary for the most part, for 
the old radal notions are now 
sdentihcally exploded. 

That Europe is in a sore plight as 
the aftermath of nations having 
mistakenly jumped at each other*3 
throat 24 years ago is no reason to 
continue piling catastrophe upon 
catastrophe in the name of a mur- 
rerous gospel long out of date in the 
light of sdence and common sense* 
Neither is it anything but madness 
to blame Germans for behaving like 
hogs in a Europe where they have 
been treated like hogs after a war 
for which cooler judgment has long 
since led most thinking people to 
hnd wrongs fairly equal on both 
sides. Nor are hoggish dispositions 
so pcrculior a phenomenon in 
Europe. He who secs the mote^in 
his brother's eye does not see the 
beam in his own. 

Some of us would die happier 
should we see the group of fellow- 
men to whom wc belong ready to 
stand, even at this time of crisis, for 
an immediate proposal of total dis¬ 
armament and an invitation to all 
other nations in the world to meet 
through their representatives, in 
view' of promoting parallel total dis¬ 
armament and of creating the 
United States of Europe. 

No more patched up maps of 
intensified nationalities, but the 
first draft of a new map, and the 
possibility of world-cont^ of pro¬ 
duction, transport, and so on. 

England seems w'ell placed to take 
such a step w^ith hope of success if 
its uncompromising pacifists are 
called forth to replace the type of 
worn<out and old-fashioned diplo¬ 
mats.

ests. Some time later the Press 
published the text of a message 
which the Labour Party had 
sent to the German workers 
through underground channels. 

It was to the effect that the Bri' 
tish workers did not have any 
grievance with the German wor' 
kers. This was followed by an 
appeal by the organization “VoL 
untary Industrial Aid for Spain" 
asking for funds so that, rather 
than drop bombs ©n Berlin they 
could drop pamphets instead. 

We have mentioned the above 
by the way of showing that our 
suggestions are not impracticable 
as so many around have us be- 
lieve. 

We have also been critisized 
for an apparent change of posi- 
tion. ^^^ereas, we are told, our 
position has been all along op' 
posed to Fascism, to-day we re¬ 
main impotent when an oppor¬ 
tunity presents itself to effective¬ 
ly oppose Fascism! w 

This apparent “impotency" is 
owing to the fact that we have 
our ideas on the meaning of the 
terms Fascism, "Anti-Fascism" 
and "Democracy”. 

Spain and a World War, 

For this reason we ' cannot 
compare, for instance, the strug¬ 
gle in Spain and the war which 
was to have come. Nor could 
we see Spain helped in any way 
by a World War. Many people 
in 'good faith we are sure, ima¬ 
gined that a war in which Italy 
and Germany were involved on 
the one hand and the three “de- 
mocrades" on the other would 
mean immediate help for the 
Spam'sh workers in the form of 
arms and perhaps men and the 
consequence crushing of the 
Fascist forces in Spain. These 
people ignored that Italy and 
Germany would have done hke- 
wise, arming and strengthing the 
Spam'sh Fasdsts and intensifying 
their aerial attacks on the ddlian 
population in Spain, from their 
heavily fortified base in Majorca. 
The result—Spain would be¬ 
come the battlefield for two wars 
The one, between the represent¬ 
atives of the working dass and 
the Capitab'st system, the other 
between rival imperialists. An 
effective answer is given to those 
who hope for a “world war in 
order to save Spain", The offi- 
dal organ of the C.N.T. in Paris 
♦publishes a very strong artide 
in which it is stated that : Even 
before President Negnn made 
his statement before the Assem¬ 
bly of the League, we, on our 
our own initiative, affirmed that 
it had never been in the mind of 
the humblest Spaniard to hope 
for a world war in order to seek 
a solution to the Spanish drama, 
or in order to increase the possi¬ 
bility of a victory of the loyal¬ 
ists, or a definite and sensational 
victory. No- We have stated 
it and we repeat it”. 

“The Spanish people know of 
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ail the horrors of war”. “The 
Spanish people do not wish to 
see, for anything in the world, 
blood being shed all over Europe 
for them”. The remainder of

the article merely strengthens 
the ideas expressed above. This 
attitude precludes those Left 
parties and organizations from 
given as an excuse for their pro- 
warwar propaganda, the defense 
of Spain! 

Refugee Problem, 

Nor can they show their at¬ 
titude was governed by their 
sympathies for the refugees that 
woiJd flee before Hitler’s ad¬ 
vance into Czechoslovakia, for if 
it was so there should have al¬ 
ready been revolutions in every 
‘democracy’ in Europe as well as 
on the other side of the Atlantic 
where refugees are treated with 
the same "respect" as shown by 
Hitler (e.g, political refugees in 
France sent back to Italy and 
Germany. German Refugees in 
England sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment and then deported 
to Germany. And how many ex¬ 
amples could be given of the ill 
treatmentof refugees in America 
the stronghold of democracy?) 

Then if the possible refugees 
were not considered, was it 
Czechoslovakian democracy— 
as an institution, that was to be 
defended? 

Czechoslovak Democracy. 

What is the record of this de¬ 
mocratic institution which has 
received so much pubb’eity, so 
much praise by the Capitalist— 
RadicaJ Press? So strongly has 
pubbe sympathy been worked up 
by their press that the romantic 
figure of a General is front page 
news, and Dr. Benes is the man 
of the day, offered chair in A- 
merica Universities and Nation- 
ist candidature for the Glasgow 
rectorial elections, whilst readers 
write to their papers putting for¬ 
ward that Benes should be a- 
warded the Nobel Peace Prize! 

Yet these people are unaware 
that Czechoslovakia is in the 
hands of its 12 famib'es in the 
same way as France is in the 
hands of its 200 famib'es, U.S.A. 
its 60 famib'es, and England its 
bankers and industriab’sts. Must 
we therefore sacrifice milb'ons of 
fives to safeguard these 12 fami- 
fies? Would Harry Polfitt and 
the C.P. tell the British workers 
to fight and defend those whom 
they call the “Cliveden gang”? 
No! Then why expect those 
very same workers to defend 
Czechoslovakia’s "Cfiveden 
gang ? 

We are told that Czecho- 
slovab'a has treated her minori¬ 
ties well.* Is that a justification 
for them to remain under Czecho 
slovakian domination. Is that any 
more justification then to suggest 
that the Irish should remain 
under British Domination? 

Further discussion should be 
unnecessary. The First Lord of 
the Admiralty in his few words 
has said all that should be said. 
He should have exposed in the 
eyes of the workers at least, on 
what is based the System of 
which he is one of the aggressive 
exponents. 

The war-mongers are not only 
in Germany and Italy. They ex¬ 
ist in every country, no matter 
whether they label themselves 
democrats or Fascists. -In point 
of fact only a few days after the 
crisis, Chamberlain restored the 
export licenses to the armament 
manufacturers, so that they 
might help every country in the 
world (except Spain of course) 
to arm themselves to the teeth, 
irrespective of whether they

tion between Palestine" and Britain 
dates back further than most people 
would think. 

According to the fervently held be¬ 
lief of some, part of the seafaring 
tribe of JJan left Palestine for Greece 
—where they embodied tbeir name in 
the Dardanelles — whence they made an 
expedition to Ireland and settled there, 
even before the days of Jeroboam II. 
TOey then crossed to Scotland and were

joined by a second part of the same 
tribe who had wandered in a north¬ 
westerly direction overland across 
Europe and settled in what thev made 
known tvs Denmark, whence they in¬ 
vaded Britain.

Segorbe is situated in a rich fruit grow¬ 
ing region. It has a population of 7000 
inhabitants in normal times, but this has 
been increased since the war. 

• 

The agrarian collective, was formed by 
the inhabitants and refugees from Madrid, 
on the initiative of the militia column 


of 'Torre Benedicto*. 

Previous to July 19 the only syndicate 
was that of the C.N.T. which had a long 
history behind it. In 1920, under the 
dictatorship of Primo de Rivero, the 
local Federation was dissolved only to 
re-appear, stronger than ever, in 1931. 

On the outbreak of the war the civil 
guard moved to Teruel, Capital of the 
province, leaving the village in the hands 
of the C.N.T. The militia columns pas¬ 
sing through from Valencia, worked for 
the formation of the Collective, and by 
August 10 the Local Federation had 
drawn up the statutes of the Collective 
of Agricultural Producers, which was de¬ 
finitely approved on Feb. 14 1937. 

150 families and 700 individuals work 
in the collective. The majority arc ex- 
xlay labourers, but there are many mall 
proprietors |>ossessing a few acres of land. 

The very large properties belonging to 
Fascists were taken over, as in the case 
of Domingo Orero, who owned 20.000 
fruit trees. 

The village is on the edge of the or- 
ange zone and among the great variety 
^ fruits cultivated the orange is most 
important. Segorbe fruit is world famed 
and natives of the village were sent to 
Russia to teach their methods of fruit 
growing. 

At the lime of Souchy's visit, in Sept, 
of *37, 5.000 kilos of fruit were being 
sent daily to Barcelona. 

Other produce includes: rice, olives, 
almonds, carob, grapes and flowers. 

Those proprietors who have remained 
loyal to the regime, may continue to rent 
their land, the rents being paid by the 
collective. 

The collective has it’s own Rationalist 
School.

It U no mere accident that such 
strikes as this have oftjn shown to 
follow after the reactionary activ¬ 
ities of governments, for the grow¬ 
ing discontent of the masses, the 
defeatest attitude of workers’ 
’’Lieaders,” the opportunist man¬ 
oeuvring of political acrobats, and 
the ruling class drives towards 
Fascism and wars, are all of them 
but reflaxes arising out of capital¬ 
ism's vast internal malady: a 
malady that- will drag down human¬ 
ity into a new age of slavery and 
barbarism unless the w'orkers rise 
and use the surgery of civil war. 

And now, granted these facts, 
let us examine the situation 
created by the peace of Munich. 
To be sure, this agreement implies 
profound changes. Firstly in the 
position of Germany in central 
Europe. The incorporation of 3 
millions of nationals and of rich 
industrial regions, cannot fail to 
gi’catly increase her political Tind 
economic power. But above all, 
the decline of Czechoslovakia must 
Wing with it serious consequences. 
Henceforth, this state \rill be un¬ 
able to maintain the role assigned 
to it by French and Russian ini- 
perialism, that of an obstacle to 
Germany expansion in Central 
Europe and the Balkans. Cut off 
from regions essential to her 
economic and military existence, 
fettered, dominated geographically 
the Reich, abandoned by 
Franco, Cechoslavakia must main- 
tain attitude of extreme 

humility or even resign herself to 
fn*avitit»iie in the orbit of her more 
powerful neighbour. 


More >ver it has been pointed out 
that the Anglo-German declaration 
may be but the preliminary to a 
muneou/re which would funda¬ 
mentally change the equilibrium of 
Europe, at present depending on 
the two groups constituted by the 
Rome-Berlin axis, and the Franco- 
British entente in which, with cer¬ 
tain important reservations, we 
might include Russia. 

Will Germany consent to a 


separation from Italy, whose am¬ 
bitions in the Mediterranean arc 
causing anxiety to Great Britain, 
the orginator of this new* alignment 
of powers? In London, in the eou- 
servative circles supporting Chans 
berlain, there appears to he no 
doubt of it They are working for 
a “rapprochement” between 
France ami Germany on the essen¬ 
tial condition that the former re¬ 
nounces the Franco-Soviet Pact. 


This acioiiiplishcd ItaU, being 
isolated would, like Czeehoslavakia, 
Hiul hervlf obliged to \iel(l to the 
power r.f Great Britain. 

One cannot yet judge of the 
effects ''•f these ingenious machina¬ 
tions of the English conservatives 
who have not yet digested the con¬ 
quest of Ethiopia, the occupation of 
the Biih-nries and Mussolini’s 
audacious threats against imperial 
possess ons and important routes. 


But, evea now*, one can predict up¬ 
heavals which will affect the whole- 
European structure. 

In considering the reaction of the 
public to the recent crisis we notice 
two things: First, the recent 
events whiddi brought us to the 
verge ..f war, reveal a complete 
failure of the proletarian organisa¬ 
tions, both political and s>n(ticul, to 
take aciion for peace. On the con¬ 
trary, tho existing oiganisations, 
particula**!)’ in FVance and England, 
iiave been cnthusia.stically bellicose. 
In striking contrast to th s war-like 
attitude, the ranJc and file, in tho 
Dictator countries, just as much as 
in England and France have, by 
their enthusiastic acclamation of 
Ghambcriaiii and Dahulier, and by 
the despair of tlic inobilisiMl and 
civilians the prospect of Ihe un¬ 
speakable horror of war, mauifi stcd 
an irmm rse desire for pcaee. 
Thtue Tlu re could be no doubt that 
the masses only wanted peace, and 
con hi not lia influenced by the 
chauvinist propaganda of **Mcssi- 
dor” ari'l “llumanite” miin more 
than l)N ihc speivlies of IliUcr and 
M iissolini. 

It is s* id that a king is convicted 
h\ the silence of the [>eople. Have 
tile kings of to-day been aware of 
the antagonistic silence of their 
subjects*^ If that were so, then the 
Munich nnderstamling mav have 
important consequences for the 
national and international w’orkers 
movement. Are not the first con¬ 
ditions f*)f it embodied in the de¬ 
claration of the C -^f the C.G.T. 
puhlish‘'d in “Le Peiipl • ’ on Octo

The People must decide 


While the People fight, programmes are 
plarined in the name of the Peaple. We have 
our own ideas as to what our people are fighting 
for. Certainly they are not the “fundamental 
reasons” which have recently been defended by 
certain sections, in the fight against fascism and 
for liberty. For, in spite of what we keep hearing 
to the contrary, we are still fighting for the re¬ 
volution. The workers, that is to say the im- 
mense majority at the fronts and in the field of 
production, arc also fighting for the revolution. 

It is said that after the victory the People 
will be free to decide its own dstiny. That is 
what we want. Provided complete freedom of 
determination can be guaranteed this is the only 
formula we can work to. But if this is true then 
on what are they based—these programmes point- 
ing out the economic, political and social directions 
that Spain must follow? How can thse plans, 
which are obviously of reactionary origin, he re¬ 
conciled with the free will of the People, which 


is to manifest itself once fascism is overthrown? 

The fact is, that the People hav’c not been 
consulted. It cannot be called upon to make po¬ 
litico-social programmes, either good or bad, for 
for the simple reason that the People is on the 
battle fronts. Those w’ho form the People’s Army 
are those who have the right to say what Spain 
is defending now’,and w’hat she aspires to become 
in the future. Until the voice of the People is 
heard, and not through the interpreters of political 
parties, it cannot be said htis or that programme 
corresponds to its wishes. Once that circum¬ 
stances permit of the full expression of these 
wishes, only the voice of the People shall he heard. 

Remember, all of you, that fictions don't go 
down well with the Spanish proletariat. Better 
leave them to totalitarian regimes. Here we have 
to obey art real orders of the People. Now and 
always.

Further on one reads<.that: "During repairs some workers lose 
on an average 15—20 hours every fortnight. This mornig they sent their 
delegates to protest and demand that the 40 hour week should be reinstated 
in their wor.'''>hop, wot to iic paid for work they had not carried 

out!" The busses must be grateful: more dividends for them, more misery 
for the workers and their families. 

A Stakanuvist in the Citroen factory states without blushing that: "the 
daily production in 1937 was 218 cars per day with 17,246 workers, whilst 
in 1938 17,500 produced 252 cars. He adds that whertas in 1928 tnere were 
35,000 workers, there were now only 21,8001
